Economy Birds And Bees 


There have been many times in recent yeari 


when voter* showed their ignorance of the 


/actg of life about federal economy. 
For instance, they revealed they thought it 
could be ordered into existence by White House 
edict. That is not so. 
Only Congress can achieve economy. Even 
when the White House is in favor of cutting 
down spending, nothing can come of it without 
congressional cooperation. 
The latest chief executive to be in favor of 
economy, incidentally, was Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt, early in his first term . Congress felt dif­ 
ferently. There was, therefore, no economy. 
Thereafter, Mr. Roosevelt despaired of ever 
being able to do* anything about the rising cost 
of government. 
Eventually, he quit trying. 


On one occasion, he challenged Sen. Taft to 
show where money could be saved. The sena­ 
tor tried, with indifferent success, to do this. 
He knew what Roosevelt knew — that Congress 
would vote to spend money but not to save 
money. There’s a reason. 
Congressmen are expected to roll logs and 
grapple for pork on command from constitu­ 
ents. If the folks back home want a new air­ 
port. federal aid for a new highway, a grant 
for a hospital, or any one of a thousand as­ 
sorted federal tidbits, economy must not stand 
in the way. Someone else must economize in 
that event. 
A legislator cannot vote to spend money and 
expect to save money. 
That is essentially all there is to know about 
the reason why federal economy is often advo­ 
cated but rarely practiced 
Someone would 
have to give up something. It might be you. 
How’ do you feel about economy? 
How will you feel about it with Eisenhower in 
the White House and Republicans in control of 
both houses of Congress? Any differently than 
you felt about it during the years when the 
federal budget was climbing to $80 billion a 
year? 


Korean Indigestion 
While the president-elect is ‘‘digesting” the 
information he gathered on the scene in Korea, 
his constituents-to-be had better concentrate. 
too. 
Only the saps believed Dwight Eisenhower 
could perform a miracle. 
Only the malicious claimed that was what he 
would try to do. 
Someone, sometime, had to quit marking time 
in this bloody dilemma and take steps forward 
or backward. H am ’ Truman had lost the power 
of decision. He was the victim of his own in­ 
ability to bring about a decision by sending 
U S. troops to Korea in the first place. 
Dwight Eisenhower now must tackle what 
Truman couldn’t corner. 
There can be no peace in Korea unless the 
Reds want peace. That Is the first lump of 
reality the president-elect must digest. 
The second lump is the fact the United States 
cannot go all-out to win a military victory with­ 
out the enthusiastic support of all its allies. 
That will not be forthcoming as long as they 
are worried about security in Europe. 
That was where Douglas MacArthur split with 
the Truman administration. It is where Mark 
Clark could split with the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration if he decides to make an issue of the 
m atter. 
The alternative to the peace which the Reds 
don’t want and the military victory which the 
United Nations won’t seek is a compromise. 
Its outline is easily discernible. It calls chiefly 
for a stepped-up rate of m ilitary assistance to 
South Koreans and Nationalist Chinese. T h e 
Korean “police action,” which started out as a 
riot call, will end up as an Asiatic patrol as­ 
signment. freeing the riot squad for the next 
call, if and when it comes. 


In Union There Is Strength 
Perhaps the coming event w'ith the greatest 
effect on government will be the discovery in 
Washington that a government of all the people 
does not need to fear pressure blocs. 
The people as a w’hole are impervious to 
m inority pressure. If the Eisenhower admini­ 
stration can keep itself from becoming t h e 
victim of any particulary minority, it can do 
its administering in the name of the majority. 
A case in point is w’hat happened to the 
Roosevelt-Tniman administrations at the hands 
of the dissident unionists led by John L. Lewris, 
when he organized the Congress of Industrial 
Organizations. 
This split organized labor. The CIO. which 
eventually was to wield tremendous influence 
in government, was always a minority inside 
organized labor. But it had the effect of a 
m ajority because it knew how to exploit its 
resources. The CIO gradually wedged the Demo­ 
cratic party into an untenable position of minor­ 
ity rule. 
It will presumably try to continue the same 
tactics against the Eisenhower administration. 
There even is talk of organized labor unity — 
the “ one-big-union” dream which 
has 
never 
t>een realized. 
It probably never will be 
realized, 
for 
a 
slain reason. The CIO, being a minority, would 
lave everything to lose and nothing to gain by 
throwing in its lot with the AFL now.

Patron Saint 1,600 Years 


Today Marks The Anniversary Of St. Nicholas 


Today m arks the 1,600th anni­ 
versary of the d e a t h 
of 
St. 
Nicholas, or. rather, in the lan­ 
guage of devout churchmen, the 
1,600th anniversary of his passing 
from mortal to immortal life as 
our Santa Claus. 
To put it more prosaically, Dec. 
6, 352, is the traditional date of 
the death of Nicholas. Bishop of 
Mvra. a brilliant pleasure-mad city 
of Asia Minor in the time of Con­ 
stantine. 
As any quiz kid can rattle off, 
the American proper name Santa 
Clause is early New Yorkese for 
the Dutch San Nicholaas, under 
whose benign and jovial protec­ 
tion many of the sturdy emigrants 
from Holland made the perilous 
voyage to New Amsterdam. 
It would be 
a 
mistake, 
how­ 
ever, to think of St. Nicholas only 
in terms of eight tiny reindeer, 
icy moon-lit nights, tinkling sleigh- 
bells, stockings hung before the 
fireplace, or the unwonted hush of 
the nursery on Christmas Eve. 
There is the tang and bit of the 
salty sea air, too, about the holy 
man. inasmuch as all sailors, pi­ 
rates even, and men who dive for 
pearls, l^ve St. Nicholas for their 
patron. He is the Homeric Posie- 
don in modern dress. 
For the sake of the record, let 
it be admitted, by strange contrast, 
that there was the merry sound of 
jingling coins about the person of 
the dear man during his earth­ 
bound days in ancient Myra. One 
of his chief delights was tossing 
money around to those in genuine 
need of it. 
Most famous instance is the de­ 
liverance of three dowerless maid­ 
ens from a fate w’orse, 
as 
the 
proverb runs, than death. They 
had sprung from poor, but honest, 
parents, too p o o r to preside a 
dowry for their chaste, a l b e i t 
homely, daughters. Three mouths 
too many to feed, so the dis­ 
traught father was on the verge of 
turning them out of his house when 
Nicholas heard of their plight. 
Stealing along in the cool of the 
evening, he halted beneath their 
windows and tossed to each a bag 
of gold. Thus 
was 
their 
honor 
saved and thus were they enabled 
to live out their maiden lives with 
no man to have to pick up after 
the rest of their days. 
Three bags of gold. three happy 
spinsters. Three balls of gold and 
a pawnshop. Fantastic? Yes. but 
true. Such is the w ay w’ith legends. 
On the basis of St. 
Nicholas’ 
timely act in an hour of d i r e 
need, the pawnbrokers of the mid- ; 
die ages invoked 
him 
as their 
patron saint and adopted the three 
bags of gold as the symbol of their 
calling. 
Quite crisply, while on the sub­ 
ject of money, let it be noted that 
St. Nicholas is the patron saint of 
highway robbers and pickpockets. 
It is soothing to sensitive w’estcrn I 


ears that this reprehensible c u l t 
| is largely confined to p a r ta of 
Siberia, where Nicolo is rem em ­ 
bered as an old Slavonic god dis­ 
tantly related to the Roman Mer­ 
cury. 
No such taint attaches 
to 
St. 
Nicholas, lover and protector of 
blooming youth. Schoolboys all the 
way back from the contemporary 
playing fields of Eton to the sun­ 
ny gymnasia of fourth century 
Mvra have been Hie special pets of 
the saint. 
It all 
started 
one 
day 
when 
b l e s s e d Nicholas learned that 
three comely lads had been kid­ 
naped by a w i c k e d 
butcher, 
shamefully cut up into b i t s and 
salted away in brine casks to be 
sold to unsuspecting housewives as 
exotic delicacies. The saint found 
his way to the shop, touched the 
I casks with his hand, whereupon 
the three boys sprang to life and 
fell at the feet of their deliverer. 
Choirboys and acolytes in time 
came to share in this favoritism. 
Hence, arose the popular custom of 
electing a boy bishop once a year 
on St. Nicholas day. 
This colorful and frequently up­ 
roarious ritual spread from t h e 
East over most of western Europe, 
even to the British Isles, where it 
created a furore in the age 
of 
Henry VHI and Elizabeth I. Me­ 
dieval legend attributed the prac­ 
tice to the example of Nicholas 
himself w’ho supposedly was ele­ 
vated to the episcopacy while yet 
a teen-age boy. 
Dressed in gorgeous robes, cope, 
and m iter like his adult counter­ 
part, the boy bishop and t h e 
“lesser clergy” marched in mock 
solemn procession and in many 
cathedral cities, took over t h e 
main body of the church. 
There were loads of good things 
for the children to eat and fla­ 
gons full of interesting things to 
drink for the grownups. 
Often the ceremonies ended on 
a boisterous carnival note of ri­ 
bald song, dancing and feasting. 
It was the m i d d l e age equiva­ 
lent of Santa Claus coming to town. 
Thus was ushered in the gayest, 
gaudiest month of /the year. T h e 
climax for the children came on 
Holy Innocents Day, December 28. 
No doubt the wild excesses 
o f 
these celebrations prompted Eliza­ 
beth to rule the boy bishop off 
bounds in England. 
It is to M erry England’s Father 
Christmas, however, rather than 
to any continental prototype, that 
the American Santa Claus o w e s 
his blood-red cheeks, his twinkling 
eyes, his ample girth and his soul- 
warming jollity. 
Father Christmas in some of the 
legends like to jog along on a goat 
and his gifts are largely on the 
eating side, and do the 
ration­ 
conscious British children I o ve 
him for it.

from coming out. 
It is a federal grand jury 
in 
Washington which now is investi­ 
gating the case of Owen Lattimore, 
who was accused of perjury by the 
Senate Internal Security Commit­ 
tee and who, in the report of that 
same committee, 
was 
called 
a 
“conscious, articulate instrument of 
the Soviet conspiracy in the United 
States.” Sen. McCarthy once said 
his whole crusade stood or fell on 
the Lattimore case. 
It was the International Mone­ 
tary Fund which this week dismiss­ 
ed Frank Coe, its secretary, who 
occupied one of the most impor­ 
tant positions in the organization 
and received a $20,000 tax-free sal­ 
ary each year. The dismissal or 
forced resignation was due to Mr. 
Coe’s refusal to say whether he 
had been engaged in an espionage 
ring. 
Now all these charges do not 
necessarily mean that the persons 
accused will be indicted or con­ 
victed in a court of law. But it 
does mean that at last the Mc­ 
Carthy charges and the charges 
made by others concerning the de­ 
plorable situaHon in the Depart- 


everybody to the dangers and to 
stimulate further investigation into 
the influences inside the Truman 
administration which have prevent­ 
ed a hard-boiled course toward 
Communist sympathizers.

furnish the grand jury with the 
names of the State Department 
personnel responsible for the faulty 
evaluations.”
